SUBJECT: Approve an ordinance amending the Fiscal Year 2020-2021 Schedule of Fees, Fines, and Other
Charges (Ordinance No. 20200812-001) to add revised in-lieu affordable housing fees for residential
development for the Downtown Density Bonus Program.

ANALYSIS / ADDITIONAL INFORMATION:
The Downtown Density Bonus Program was created in 2013 with in-lieu fees for affordable housing calibrated
at that time. The in-lieu fees for affordable housing for the Downtown Density Bonus Program were re-
calibrated as part of the Land Development Code Revision process by economic consultants based on market
conditions in 2019 but have not been adopted. This action would replace the 2013 in-lieu fees for affordable
housing with updated in-lieu fees for affordable housing, and move the fees from an ordinance to the
Housing and Planning Department’s fee schedule.

These fees are intended as interim revisions to the in-lieu affordable housing fees; staff intends to provide an
update to the fee-in-lieu analysis before the end of the fiscal year.

CURRENT YEAR IMPACT: The Downtown Density Bonus in-lieu fees for affordable housing will be revised and 
added to the Housing and Planning Department's Fee Schedule (Ordinance No. 20200812-002) and removed 
from Ordinance No. 20130627. The Downtown Density Bonus Program is an optional, incentive-based 
program, with a variable number of participating projects; as a result, the Housing and Planning Department 
is projecting a $0 impact, consistent with their standard revenue forecasting practices for in-lieu fees.
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
